The result, 
even if there should be a considerable 
reduction of the majority claimed by 
the Republicans, means that the 'Demo- 
crats mast put forth every effort to save 
New York, New Jersey and Indiana to 
Cleveland and Hendrioks.

enertil Holabird, in 


his annual report, recommends that 
authority be givan to pay $10 per 
month to all lino officers properly de- 
tailed to service in the Quartermaster's 
department and who actually render 
a consecutive service of not lcs» than 
thirty days at one time, provided such 
payments do not in the aggregate ex- 
ceed $25,000 per year.

gold circulation of about $52,000,000, 
an increase in the silver circulation of 
$42,000,000, and an increase in the 
paper circulation of $112,000,000. He 
attributes the loss in gold circulation to 
a reduced production and to an in- 
creased use of that metal in ornament- 
ing and the arts.
